— In almost every issue of your 
paper for the past few mouths, I 
have noticed articles of more or less 
length on the subject of Tuber- 
culosis, an<l while the advice given 
in such has been of great value to 
an army of readers, I doubt if one 
out of a hundred readers thoroughly 
comprehends the serious meaning 
and intent of any aud all warnings 
given in this manner, and in many 
instances it is not until the peison 
who has read these golden words is 
stricki^n with the malady himself 
that he realizes theawfulness result- 
ing from inattention and neglect. 

With the deaf, perhaps, it is 
somethiim like the continual advice 
given year. in and year out, ad- 
monishing; them agaiust walking on 
the railroad track, as there is great- 
er danger to life because of deafness, 
and in spile of it all the railroad 
track claims as victims a large 
number of deaf-mutes each year. 

It has otten occurred to me that 
the words Phthisis, Consumption, 
Tuberculosis, Great White Plague, 
are not strong enough terms to 
signify or explain this terrible afilic- 
lioii, and the thousands who know 
little or nothinu of the nature of the 
illne.S8 pass over the words and sub- 
ject as if one was talking of the 
mumps, measles or whooping cough. 
Some of us look scared at the men- 
lion of small pox, yellow fever, 
black vomit, aud if told we'd con- 
tract these disea.ses if we did not rest 
up some and reform, there would 
be in us instant fear and obedience. 
Bill tell a persou li« ui she will con- 
tact the VVhite Plague, and they 
will lauirh and say it is the other 
fellow: "I'm strong; only weak- 
liutfs get that white trouble." 

Now, I sincerely believe half 
the battle being wagetl nowa-days 
against Tuberculosis, is lost through 
the gentle, mild appellation that is 
given this terrible disease, which is 
not often appalling ia its outward 
appearance and therefore not espe- 
cially impressive. IIa<i Tuberculo- 
sis the revolting aspect of small 
pox, it would have t>eeu stamped out 
lonv JVgo with but half the vigorous 
crusade that is now being waged. 
What is needed most to help the 
philosophers, doctors aud the great 
public, in itscombiued fight against 
tuberculosis, is some terrible name 
for the disease; some name that 
will strike terror to the minds of 
millions of people for whom all this 
labor is being done ihat they may 
b(* protected from the plague; some 
name that will make every living 
soul sit up aud take notice. -« 

You who are strengtl«>uing up 
your loins and taking deep breath- 
ing exercises outsiile the hours of 
sedentary labors in close shops aud 
offices, in order to waivi off this 
scourge which is gnawing at the 
vitals of millions of human l>eings, 
stop a moment and take council 
ami invent a name, which will strike 
more terror than the word leprosy, 
for this awful luberculosis, which 
means nothing less than a lingering, 
living death. Give it a name that 
is horri<l, black, appalling, harsh in 
every letter, and then the crusade of 
"prevention" will be able to make 
some impression on the length of 
the mortality figures, which are t)e- 
ing used so often in this campaign 
of education. 

The records show tuberculosis to 
be a moat frequent and deadly 
diaea-se — one person to every eight 
dies of it. AYe are told that con- 
sumption can bo cured. Perhaps 
so. I dispute the fact in 
ninetj'-nine out of a hundred cases. 
After the line of "prevention" has 
been passenl, as sure as the niulti- 
plication table, the victim goes on 
lo the .second and third degree, and 
the fourth degree hales them across 
the threat Divi<le. In Colorado, 
the cradle of hope for the phthisis 
sufferer, I have yet to see a more 
wholesome demonstration of cura- 
liveness before I can be removed 
from the ranks of the skeptics. 
But as sure as daylight comes 
after darkness, tuberculosis can be 
prevented, if the \" -^ aud in- 

struction of health are fol- 

lowed failhfuU. The whole stoi-y 
of the disease is the same, from the 
tropical heat of the equator to the 
cold and frozen North; where peo- 
ple live, there tuberculosis lives 
also, and claims its victims from the 
mud huts of the peasants, to the 



superb mansions of the rich, with 
impartial and relentless certaiuty. 

The suffering, the crippled livt-s, 
the desolate homes caused bj' this 
one disease, throughout the length 
and breadth of our land, are fear- 
ful for one to contemplate, and it is 
no wouder Ihat di'a.stic measures 
are being taken to control and 
stamp out tulierculosis before its 
extension becomes a vtJritable 
plague to decimate the lace. 

That tul)erculOsis can be stamp- 
ed out by the vigorous action being 
taken, no one tnn afford to doubt ; 
but uufoi'tunately, l)efore Utopian, 
non-tubercular era arrives, count- 
less lives will be sacrificed, as this 
terrible disease is controlled slowly 
and with great effort, aud for years 
it will be a losing Irattle, as thou- 
sands of children will be horn who 
will be weakened by an inherited 
taint, which will be like a spark in 
a powder magazine. One puff of 
wind comes and sets their bodies 
aflame with tubercular fire, and 
soon all is over. 

Lungs that are well used, expand- 
ed by deep br-eaths, so that every 
cell receives fresh air, are not likely 
to hold the tubercular bacilli, or 
even allow their growth if they do 
lodge there. In the eastern sea- 
level, and adjacent low altitudes 
deep breathing must, of necessity, 
because of heavy and damp atmo- 
sphere, be practiced daily. lut he 
high and dry altitudes the lungs are 
constantly exercised by natural 
deep breathing, as the air is rari- 
fled, and one must breathe deeply 
whether he wants to or not. Those 
who see the advantages and benefit 
of the latter climate, however, are 
warned that seeking the higher 
altitude should be \.\\e first aud not 
the last resort. Also, that there are 
a number of specified cases which 
the best climate will avail nothing, 
namely, acute tuberculosis, laryn- 
geal phthisis, advanced excavation, 
and cases with intestinal ulceration 
and albuminura. 

It was my intention not to say 
anything in this letter which would 
be in any manuer taken as dis- 
ct>uraging reading by those afflicted 
with the dread tuberculosis, but, 
having resided In Colorado for over 
a year, some readers might be look- 
ing for wortis of advice froiji this 
section before taking steps them- 
selves to test the healing qualities of 
the air on the eastern plateau of 
the Rocky Mountaino. First im- 
pressions are an array of magnifi- 
cent words, full of cheer aud fond 
hope. The period of test pas.ses 
and the era of stern necessity pre- 
.sents itself — that the patient must 
stay here and die here. As I have 
said before, after the first degree 
has been overstepped there is uo re- 
turn to the apprenticeship period. 
I may be wrong, but more success- 
ful demonstrations under my per- 
sonal observation must be made to 
counteract my line of conviction. 
Very many oases come to Colorado, 
mostly always too late to receive 
any benefit, and are soon haled over 
the Great Divide. V^ery many mort> 
come and are aide to show lienefit 
by the change. But at most it is 
only prolonging the periwi of a 
lingering, living death. 

So it behooves the millions un- 
affected to follow strictly the advice 
given by the great physicians in the 
wide-spread crusade of education 
against tuberculosis all over the 
land, if they would wish to escape 
the terrors of a linirering, livinir 
death!

The Oallaudet Memorial. 

It ia proposed to create a memorial 
H) the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is Hi mated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feel back from the 
lino of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buiUliiig as al)Ove 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed tho church 
with which his name has always 
been assodated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tlie new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '* Tho Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
